the railwaymen, employees of service 
agencies and others had subscribed 
through their respective head offices 
on a “salary deduction” plan. Others 
had made arfangements to have mon- 
thly subscriptions forwarded through 
their banks prior to the commence- 
ment of the campaign. None of these 
are included in the figures shown be- 
low. 

In the final result, the sum of 
$2,812.00 has been pledged and sub- 
scribed in cash subscriptions through 
bank pledges. This represents 14 sub- 
scribers. $176.00 monthly was pledg- 
ed by 32 monthly subscribers to con- 
tinue until further notice. Some 
four others pledged amounts every 
second, third or fourth month. In 
addition to bank pledges, ah honor 
pledge were signed by some 25 per- 
sons, resulting in an average of pledg- 
ed amounts under this heading of 
$82.00 per month. 

These results were obtained by a 
great deal of work on the part of 
the canvassers to whom the 
tee are grateful. The boys of the 
high school are algo to be conimend- 
ed for their assistance in distributing 
literature in connection with the 
campaign, ° .

The composition of the 
potato was considered in the light 
of data supplied by hundreds of an- 
alysts. Great variations were evi- 
dent, and it was indicated that vurie- 
tal selections, while an important fac- 
tor. in increasing the starch content, 
is less so than that of conditions un- 


j intimates. 


Medicines head the list of poisons 
swallowed by young children, says 
Dr. Ebbs. Sometimes they are ad- 
ministered in mistake by an adult; at 
other times they are left in places 
accessible to the child, who helps him- 
self. He gives a list of pills and tab- 
lets which have been responsible for 
poisoning, and sometimes the death 
of children. In other cases, children 
have found bottles of liniment, for- 
me@idehyde, iodine and other liquids, 
which they have tasted with tragic 
results. 

The Goctor urges that, to avoid 
such accidents, all homes should be 
provided with a locked medicine cab- 
inet, or at least one which is out of 
the reach of children, and that every 
bottle or package i: it be labelled 


Plainly with its name and uses. Oth- 
er suggestions given are: Keep dan- 
gercus medicines from harmless ev- 
eryday preparations: Keep such 
household preparations as nietal pol- 
ish, clesning fluid, lye and so on, on 
high shelves out of reach. 

Keep ash trays, tobacco and mat- 
ches in sccessible to children.

Dr, Ebbs recommends: 

1, Cail a doctor immediately. 

2. Make the child vomit. 

3. Give him egg white and milk to 
drink. ; 

The sooner the child can be induc- 
ed to vomit, the less chance is there 
of his absorbing the poison, Dr. Ebbs 
explains, 

A. special caution to mothers is to 
avoid teaching for medicine bottles 
in the dark. The wrong bottle is

THE FUNCTIONS 
OF THE PRESS 


* Commencing next week it is our in- 
tention to feature an editorial each 
week for a period of nine weeks, out- 
lining the functions of the prese in a 
democratic community and its rela- 
tionship to the various phases of com- 
munity life.

dom. We sincerely hope that our 
readers will carefully study and di- 
gest the series, because we believe 
that it will give them a new under- 
standing of their local newspaper, and 
the historical purpose of its mission 
in the community.
